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Wister.— During the past week, we have 
had severe indications of the presence of win- 
ter, and a general indication to "slide" seemed 
to possess all foot passengers, and it was with 
difficulty that the inclination was resisted. 
The feet evinced an almost irresistible desire 
to assume an equally elevated position with 
the head, or bring that down to their own 
level, and everybody walked as if they feared 
breaking through, or waking somebody up. 

While the thin, emaciated form of poverty 
crawled slowly along with head bent down, 
and arms folded across the breast, and vainly 
endeavoring to protect itself from the keen 
edge of the winter blast, without a sound, 
unless a sigh that straggled through closed 
teeth, those who enjoyed a greater share of 
fortune's smiles went gaily along luxuriating 
in the prospect of skating, sleighrides, and 
other winter amusements. 

Many a fair face pressed the pillow last night 
upon which it rested in the ease and luxury of 
comfort, anxious to close its eyes in forgetful- 
ness of reality to dream of the pleasures grant- 
ed them who can afford their enjoyment, by 
the gay festivities of the winter months, while 
others, whose lives have been less favored, 
throw themselves upon pallets of straw in 
their cheerless homes and await anxiously the 
appearance of morning to commence another 
day, which shall end as this, in suffering and 
sorrow. 

A portion of the male population, those who 
can afford it, will commence imbibing that 
delectable compound called "Tom and Jerry," 
while by far the largest number will, from ne- 
cessity, confine themselves to a cheaper and 
less palatable beverage to assist in expel ing 
all strong twinges of cold that may creep into 
the system while engaged in the daily duties 
of out door life. 

Whatever may be the pleasures vouchsafed 
to the fortunate in the gaieties of winter frol- 
ics, do not let them blot out from memory 
the fact that suffering exists, and that many 
needy ones are 6lowly dragging out the weary 
months of this season with nothing to cheer 
their sorrow, or a hope in future joys on earth. 
War haa drugged from many homes the pro- 
Tng arm of the husband and father, and 
is absence, without the cold bloat of winter 
winds, has left a chilling void that can on!y|be 
filled by the exercise of philanthropy by those 
who have the power. 

Snow Stobh. — A heavy snow storm has 
been laging in North, Missouri -for "several 
days. ThTsX^w^s over six inches deep on a 
level, and all trains have either been delayed 
or have been unable to run. No passenger 
trains left either St. JoBeph or Hannibal on 
Thursday. The morning train from St. Louis 
on the North Missouri Railroad had consider- 
able difficulty in reaching Macon City. 

The snow in the cits on the Hannibal and 
St. Joseph Railroad is said to be from ten to 
fifteen feet deep. The freight trains are all 
delayed along this road, and if the snow keeps 
falling the road will be impessable for days. 
But the company are making great efforts to 
clear the way. A large number of passengers 
are lying over at Macon City. 

Nearly all the stockyards on the line of the 
State railroads are filled with cattle and hogs, 
and they will suffer grtatly during the con- 
tinuance of this weather.

required at this point is of the very first im- 
portance, as the boats for Chattanooga load 
here, and the railroad bridge across the Ten- 
nessee must be protected or Cbattanoga can- 
not be held, as the supply question is para- 
mount. 

I understand that Col. Sedgewick, of the 
2d Kentucky, with a detail from that tried 
and battle-scarred regiment, will shortly visit 
Kentucky for the purpo?c of recruiting to 
again invigorate its depleted ranks. 

We bespeak for the gallant Colonel, and the 
trusty veterans who accompany him, a cordial 
welcome and hearty co-operation in the good 
city of Louisville. Let not the warrior patriot 
who has faced death so often with unwaver- 
ing devotion meet a cold and ungracious re- 
ception. Louisville is largely represented in 
the regiment by many sons of whom the 
'"Falls City" may well be proud, and in after 
years she will boast of their gallant deads as 
adding much to her fair fame. 

While thus bespeaking your best wishes 
for those veterans, we turn with a sigh to a 
sadder theme, thongh through it there gleams 
a raj ofjov. Our brave Major is lost to us 
forever. vVe must quarrel with Gov. Bram- 
lette and hold him accountable for our be- 
reavement, for he has commissioned Major 0. 
L. Baldwin as Colonel of the 5th Kentucky 
Cavalry, thuB robbing us of one whom we 
"delighted to honor," and the regiment of 
him who, as "Old Soldier," had chronicled Its 
deeds in the columns of the Journal, that all 
might read how devoted and uuSelfish hearts 
braved "the unrelenting death," in the red 
front of war, for their devoted country and 
the dear one; at home. He goes from us, yet 
'Jtt still of us, for the history of this war will 
record his gallant, timely service at Saitoh in 
covering and protecting tbe left flank of the 
army; at Bridge creek, in holding an impor- 
tant point for long hours against the energetic 
and combined efforts of an overwhelming fo»;

Babies in Fbanci.— The French law re- 
quires that every new-born child shall be car 
ried to the "maire" of the "arroniiiasement 
n which it is born within two or three days 
of its birth, to be registered. The physicians 
of Paris are being aroused to the cruelty of 
the proceeding, and have addressed letters to 
several of the journals to attract the attention 
of the municipal administration to the evil of 
such a law. In some of the arrondissments 
in tbe outskirts, children have to be carried as 
much as three miles to be registered, and if 
they chance to come into the world in stormy 
weather, the life not only of the child but of 
the woman who is compelled to carry it is 
risked in the fearful journey through unfin- 
ished streets and narrow ways. It seems to 
be upon the principle of the old woman's eels, 
that got used to skinning, that this system 
has bten kept to this late period in what is 
termed civilization. However, there is an- 
other custom here among the working classes 
which is not produced by law, which is even 
more barbarous. 

No mother of the laboring classes of Paris 
keeps her child with her during the first two 
yjafjf of its life. These women, th9 wiveaof 
trades people are necessary to their 
band;, they say, and it would be impossi- 
ble to take care of a child— quite impossible; 
so the day after it is born, sometimes even the 
same day, the little creature is despatched to 
its nurse in the country. 

Asa natural consequence of this system 
many of them never return, but then the 
mothers are able to work, and they will tell 
you as composedly as possible, "Poor little 
creature, it is much better out of the way I" 
Those who are so fortunate as to have near 
relatives in their own country, as they call 
the province from which they have come to 
Pans, are far better; but, with this state of 
things, it is not at all wonderful that the pop- 
ulation of France has been at a atand atill 
during fty years.— Paris Correspondence. 



A Dktboit Chess- Playkb. — Francis Henry 
Elder, Esq., a son of Adam Elder, Ejq., o 
Detroit, has recently been creating considera- 
ble « ;:satipn among tbe chesa-clubs and chess- 
amateurs of the East.

To the Editors of the Louisville Journal: 

I with many other loyal friends don't feel 
satisfied and well pleased with the present 
state of things in our county and tbe adjoin- 
ing counties on the southern border of our old 
patriotic State. You will donbtleas recollect 
that in 1861, on the breaking ont of the rebel- 
lion, the rebels established recruiting camps 
all along our border just over the line in Ten- 
nessee, Camp Boone, Camp Trousdale, kc. 
This impudence drew off hem our counties 
very many joung men of our State, many of 
thtm unwary and inexperienced, who have 
fallen victima to their folly, and many who 
aurvive sorely repent their folly. We then 
had and yet have many of the most loyal 
citizens in onr counties that belong to our 
State who suffered both in person and proper- 
ty, and many of us had to leave or hide from 
the relentless hand of persecution while the 
demons in hnman form overrun our bor- 
der country. Then when the United States 
Government called for help, the moat of our 
sonsAnd neighbors of the loyalty responded 
heartily to the call, with an eye to the pro- 
tection of their Government, homes, and 
families, many of whom now sleep on the for- 
saken waste of the bloody battle-fields. And 
here 1 wish to remark that our little patriotic 
county have not had the credit awarded to us 
that was just and right, aa the recruiting 
quarters were in other countiea who have the 
credit, and released from the draft, while I 
see we have to foot the bill of 191 men in our 
small but patriotic county. There is a wrong 
somewhere about the matter, and we won't 
stop here to look for the wrong; but this is 
not the last nor worst we have to aubmit to. 
We have been ioyaj, and contributed by our 
bh oil and treasure to the aupport of one of the 
best Governments ever made by man. But 
now bow are tbe present administrators of 
tbat Government, with their officers and un- 
derworked, treating ua? Let me aaswer tbe 
question. At Nashville, Clarksville, and Fort 
Donelson tbey have opened recruiting quar- 
tera for the negroes, and bear in mind all 
those points are along the southern borders of 
our counties, and the negroes of both loyal 
and rebel sympathizera are leaving our State 
by hundreds and thousands, and receive pro- 
tection under those sinks of abolition. Now 
1 ask, in the name of high heaven, is there to 
be no difference between loyalty and treason? 
are those that have stood faithful to their duty 
to be treated like thoae that have been in 
arms against ua in our holy struggle? Is our 
State to fa.eno better than those who are 
termed insurrectionary States in the Presi- 
dent's proclamation? and is it right that those 
atolitionists should Bet up their recruiting 
camps in sight of us, and hold out induce- 
ments to our slaves to decoy them from their 
loyal masters, who have nurtured and cared 
forthem as children, and with whom tbey have 
been happy and contented? Rather a humil- 
iating incident occurred with one of my 
neighbors last week, ss related by him, who 
is and has been as loyal a man a; any. Hav- 
ing lost vastly by the rebels, and lately by his 
negroes, who joined the camp at Clarksville, 
be was solicited by a sick neighbor of bis to 
go to Clarksville and get some horses, and see 
three or four of his (tbo eick mau'a) negroes, 
who had eloped with the horsea th« previous 
night. The first neighbor spoken of went, as 
r< quested by his loyal friend and neighbor, to 
Clarksville, and, as he approached headquar- 
ters to get leave for the borses and see the 
negroes, he was halted by a young buck ne- 
gro dressed in Federal unitor* with presented 
musket and bayonet, and ordered to leave and 
obey bis order, or he would blow a hole 
through him. My good old friend had to 
obey under the most humiliating circum- 
stances, and said he hoped never again to be 
treated in like manner under tbe direction of 
those whom he had looked upon as his friends 
and friends of bis Government. I am in- 
formed tnat hundreds and thousands of ne- 
groes — men, women, and children — are 
thronging those camps and cities, who are 
fed, clothed, and protected at tbe expense of 
the Government, to whom we pay a heavy 
tax and revenue, while many of our country- 
women, who have lost their husband?, broth- 
ers, and Bona in the defence of their auuntry, 
are poor, penniltea, and crying for bread. 
Now this is more than we bargained for, and 
this wa& not in the programme on which we 
Bet cut to put down tbe rebellion. I hardly 
know who we are and what we are to como to 
by this unholy, bloody, and uncalled for rebel- 
lion, nor can I see what is to be the result of 
our administration overriding our Conatitu- 
tion with such a high band and with such 
unwarrantable stretch of power, all under the 
false pretense of military necessity. I never 
had any feelings of affiliation with Jeff Davis 
or bis hotbeds of treason, and I confess, with 
many of my loyal friends, that I have almost 
lost hepe in our present radical, highhanded 
administration, particularly while you see set 
forth tbe basia on which he builds his hopes, 
as be says, for reconstruction, and never hear 
a word about the restoration of our fa- 
thers' government and wbolBesome institu- 
tions. Messrs. Editora, I have, as you 
perhaps recollect, been an unconditional 
Union and coDSstitutiooal man, and say 
cow, as I have heretofore said in my 
private circles, as well as in my public acts, 
tbat tbe institution of slavery has been a bless- 
ing to the black race, and a wise providential 
ordinance, more for the black than the white 
race. Though I am the owner of several 
likely Bl«ves, I have always said if they stand 
in the way between me and my government, 
happiness, and prosperity, leE them get ont of 
tfce way, for what is property of any descrip- 
tion without a government to protect it, as 
weil as my life end hopes of the future? But 
I have consciencious scruples and fears that 
they will be placed in a worse condition than 
if tbey were to be kept under my control and 
piotection. Now, if the will and dV.si^u of 
those redical and negro-loving abolitionists 
are catrkd out, woe for the poor negro, as I 
knew them well enough to say they will 
never be willing to spenti a farthing for their 
benefit tut gloat themseliea in their wicked 
end hellifb desiens, to which wickedness and 
sophistry in tbcm part of our present trouble 
as u nation is attributable. It would be 
somewhat amusing, if not too wbkod, to have 
a fuU grown two 'hundred-pounder of their 
idols attache d by some kind of lasting liga- 
ment to each one of th'o:-e humane negro- 
wotsbippeia so they could have a full benefit 
of their Bweet-s<.ented goddess, long eiOu,;h 
to releave them of their mania. 

I called on our excellent Governor the other 
day to try to remedy the evil of which we 
complain in our border counties. He prom- 
ised to do all in his power to have our loyalty 
protected and our rights aa Kentuckiana re- 
spected, but I have awful fears and forebo- 
dinga that this wicked rebellion and the mal- 
administration of the federal government 
will end in tbe total destruction of our once 
happy institutions, and anarchy, which is 
beginning to show her hideous form, will 
prtvail to the destruction of all our na- 
tion, and onr fond tiopcs for the future 
perish. I also am somewhat astonished and 
discouraged by the recent course pursued by 
some of our Kentucky Congressmen, men that 
1 delighted in as true Kentucky statesmen, to 
see them tremble and apostatize in the time ot 
peiil. I am sorry to see it, and pray God 
that they may repent and return to their first 
love and loyalty, so that they can fane their 
constituents and stand on the platform on 
which they embarked. 

1 have been too lengthy and hope to be par- 
doned, but I can't belp but think and desire 
to make my simple thoughts and remarks 
kLown, hoping it will do no harm if no good.

The Little Bock Democrat of tbe 5th has 
been received, bringing news from Price's 
army. Price's movements have been some- 
what mysterious of late. It was thought at 
first he meant to attack Little Rock. The 
General commanding was anxiou9 for him to 
attack, as he dislikes to follow him to Red 
River country, which he will now probably 
have to do, and perhaps even to Texas. 

Deserters and others, passing from the 
South, concur in the report that Price'a and 
Holme8's armies are poorly provided with pro- 
visions and clothing. Some new men are be- 
ing recruited, but are not prepared to do much 
hunting. Their forces have not been greatly 
augmented since the retreat from Little Rock. 
Their present location ia said to be aouth of 
the W asbita, now in the vicinity of Prairie 
Duchien, on the Camden and Washington 
road. 

The cavalry under Shelby, Churchill, and 
Marmadukc is the most effective force they 
have. 

The leading editorials in the Washington 
Telegraph of the 15th and 25th ult. are on the 
subject of the depredations of the rebel sol- 
diers, who are cnarged with the worst out- 
rages upon tbe rights of private citizens. 

The Editor protests againat their taking 
focd and clothing, aaying that in their coun- 
try it is not at all necessary, and hence not 
justifiable.

Washinoton, Dec. 20. 
The Penate will to-morrow take up th3 
amendments to the conscription bill and pass 
them, if possible, before adjourning. If it is 
found they will not get through the House 
ere the recess for tbe holidays, it is understood 
tbat the draft will be postponed until it can 
take place under the amended law. 

Ab the amendments now stand they abol- 
ish the $3G0 clause and put both classes into 
one, besides reducing the causes of exemption. 

The Ways and Means Committee have ap- 
pointed a sub-committee to consider some of 
the increased taxes recommended by Secretary 
Chase. An evident disposition ia shown to 
get all *he revenue possible ont of liquors, 
aud a tax of ten or fifteen cents higher may 
be looked for. 

Tbe representatives of the press entertained 
tbe Speaker ef the House of Representatives 
nt a dinner last evening at Willard's Hotel. 
It is understood tbat this compliment was in 
acknowledgment of the fart that Mr. Colfax 
is a member of the Western press. The en- 
tertainment was on a magnificent scale, aud 
was acknowledged by the Speaker in un ef- 
fective and feeling address. 

An agentof Gov. Morton has just come to 
tbe Aimy of the Potomac to see what troops 
from that State intend to re-enlist, in order 
tbat proper furloughs may be obtained for 
them. 

Senator Connees will leave for Chattanooga 
in a day or so, to present to General Hooker 
the sword tendered him by the State of Cali- 
fornia. 

Official Advices have just been receivod from 
Grant. They do not indicate any recent change 
in tbe status of affairs there. Grant is in con- 
stant and direct telegraphic communication 
with Foster at Knoxville, and had there been 
fikbting or movement between Longstreet's 
forces and ours pursuing him, Grant would 
doubtless have sent such information here. 
The fact that he S9ys nothing about any such 
engagement induces the belief that the state- 
men's referred to above are much exagger- 
ated. 

On Thursday 206 rebel deserters, confined 
in the old Capital, were sent to Philadelphia 
to take tbe oath of allegiance and be dis- 
charged, and this morning 212 more weresent 
to the same place for the same purpose. There 
are yet about 100 rebel deseittrs in the old 
Capitol who will probably take the oath. 

The prisons here contain nearly one thou- 
sand prisoners of war at this time. 

There were but tbirty-one Members and 
Senators at the Democratic caucus last nignt. 
Fernando Wood was present, but said noth- 
ing. Those in favor of a change of front by 
the party are laboring with him. The object 
ot the caucus was to unite the Democracy on 
8 platform in opposition to the Administra- 
tion.

Although no official order has been issued 
it may be settled that Gen. Schofield will be 
relieved within a day or two, aud that Gen.

A new command will soon be arranged for 
Gen. Curtis, the President having said the 
charges egainst him in connection with cotton 
.-peculation were utterly unfounded. 

A gentleman, who his resided in Richmond 
during the last five yeara, reached this city, 
having left Richmond on tbe 4th of Decem- 
ber. He furnishes tbe following: The gar- 
rison of the city and forls numbers about 
3,000 men, who are principally employees of 
ihe government. They are armed with Bel- 
gian rifles. 

Tbe fortifications consist of several lines 
of entrenchments, earthworks, and rifle-pits, 
besides forts s;arely manned. Numberofguns 
mounted on all the woika vwre quite incon- 
siderable, compared with the extent at tbe 
time our prisonera planned an escape. Tbe 
Union men of Richmond were aware of the 
intended effort, and would have joined hid 
the prisoners succeeded. 

Fiom the armory in Richmond and the 
works at Fayetteville, N. C, about three hun- 
dred guns per week are turned out. All 
these guns are rifled. At the Tredegar Works 
the heavy guns have been hooped, and the 
work of thus improving them is still going 
on. Arrangements are being made by which 
they hope to make two thousand rifles per 
mouth. The principal powder manufactory 
is at Augusta, Ga. The loss of stock and ma- 
chineiy at Fayetteville would prove irrepara- 
ble. 

Early in the war, until a very late date, the 
drawings of projectiles adopted by our Gov- 
ernment were received from Washington, and 
in some cases their manufacture commenced 
in Richmond even before they were made 
here.

barrel actually sells at $12.', and other things 
In proportion. 

The arrival of a French corvette for the pur- 
pose of attending to the removal of the French 
tobacco had created considerable feeling 
among tbe merchants and people, and objec- 
tions were made to its being given up unless 
the French would raise the blockade. 

All hopes of foreign intervention have died 
out. The refnsal of England to allow rams to 
aail excited much indignation, inasmuch as 
the rebel authorities had sent gold in advanco 
to pay for them. 

In South Carolina they opened in the 
streets with devout wishes that the State 
might be sunk. Tbe people were very an x- 
ioos for an exchange of prisoners, and thought 
cessation was a plan adopted by our govern- 
ment to prevent them from refilling their 
army. A systematic starvation of our men 
ia spoken of as being a policy to compel th9 
United States to resume exchanges.

Tub Disaster on tub Falls. — We learn 
from Mr. Compton, who has the superinten- 
dence of the transit of locomotives and cars 
across the river, that tbe names of the un- 
fortunate men who were lost on the falls Sun- 
day were" John Hogan, Thos. Henaesy, and 
John Canty. All of them have families in 
this city. So far as wc can learn there is no 
blame attached to any one, as the crossing 
has been safely made almost daily during the 
past month with the same kind of freight. 
The pilot, Mr. Wyattisan experienced boat- 
mnn, and his skill in guiding the boat safely 
to the head of the big eddy, is highly spoken 
of by old pilots. It was, ia fact, an extraor- 
dinary feat, and had the current not been 
quite so strong he would undoubtedly have 
taken her over safely. The boat struck on 
tbe last reef, at the head of the big eddy. 

We are informed that Capt. Pink Varble 
saw tbe perilous position of the men, and 
rounded to tbe steamer Celest, against the re- 
monstrance of the Captain, who insisted that 
it would involve the loss of his boat if the at- 
tempt was made to rescue the man. Pink 
Varble assnmed the responsibility, and, re- 
gardless of consequences, took the steamer to 
the scene of the disaster, and the four men 
who were saved owe their lives to hU ntjblc 
daring. 

The locomotive, it is believed, will be re- 
covered next eunxner when the river recedes 
to its lowest stage. 

As some consure may be cast upon this act 
as a desecration of the Sabbath, we would 
state that the locomotives and cars now being 
brought over the river are for the Chattanooga 
road, and the necessities of the Government 
demand that no time should be lost in carry- 
ing tbem to their destination. Hence the act 
of laboring on the Sabbath. 

The families of the unfortunate men who 
have met with auch an untimely end have our 
heartfelt aympathy in their painful bereave- 
ment, and we trust tbat they will be tenderly 
cared for during the coming winter. 



Ixjy-Mr. Memmingtr'a report of the condi- 
tion of the rebel finances is a document even 
more dolorous than Davis's message, if we 
may judge from the extracts furnished us.

bacco juice and mud, you have only to recall 
tbe spectacle, and you have a type of railway 
csra on the Nashville and Chattanooga road. 

It is cheering to know that amid all the de- 
moralization socially, that war haa effected 
in military men, the proprieties otsociety, en- 
livened by tbe presence of women, are not 
totally disregarded even on the theatre of war. 
That man is most fortunate, who, on this road, 
procures a seat in a car where a lady happens 
to be a passenger. If his fellow passengers 
are modestly favored with brains, and a prop- 
er appreciation of those civilities toward wo- 
men that bespeak the gentleman, he may 
reasonably hope to escape suffocation by to- 
bacco fumes. I noticed one man during my 
trip, who, though repeatedly requested to de- 
sist from the use of a filthy pipe, smoked only 
the more, and seemingly eDjoyed his vulgarity. 

The cars leave Nashville now at 4 o'clock, 
and arrive in Murfreeeboro' in time for break- 
fast. Ifhunger annoys on the way, you may 
appease its gnawings by purchasing pies of 
Tenders at the stations. Pumpkin is the favor- 
ite among the pie-boya and negreaaes who en- 
gage in the business. The crust is about as 
tough and abont as digestible as sole leather, 
and this characteristic has given them the ap- 
pellation "sole leather pies." "Dried apple 
pies" arc abundant also, and the crusts of 
these you will find about as devoid of apples 
as tbe apples are of substance. Now and then 
you will find among the long, yellow, cres- 
cent-shaped chunks that resemble dried ap- 
ples, a kinky hair, that seriously disposes the 
contemplative mind to the belief that the 
principal ingredient is minced mulatto. 

At Dechard you may succeed in obtaining 
something more palatable and more nutri- 
tious. In fact, you may as a general thing 
do so, but the table groans under a very mod- 
est burden. 

Slowly, tediously plods the train again. 
Camps and picket posts, white canvas houaes 
and grim sullen sentinels constitute the prin- 
cipal objects for observation, nntil we reach 
the mountains. Here a huge locomotive at- 
taches to the rear of the traiD, and pushes it up 
toward the summit. Wrecka of locomotives 
and cars strew the line of tha road, affording 
an nnpleasant reminder to the nervous travel- 
ler that eternity is not an improbable termi- 
nation of the trip, and not many feet distant. 
The rocky heights are reached, the heavy 
rumbling pusher quits us gracefully, and we 
enter the long, dark, dreary, damp, and re- 
pulsive tnnncl. The train descends the moun- 
tain amid scenes of destruction similar to 
those witnessed in the ascent. Here a ruined 
locomotive, there a car and another locomo- 
tive, another further on, and now comes a 
tVaiH of shivered cars. The valley is reached, 
and through a country that the ploughshare of 
the enterprising husbandman might have 
made the garden of agriculture, we labor like 
a wearied footman amoDg untilled fields, that 
bear upon their surface in the rotted forest3 
an entjblem of their own crying barrenneaa. 
Night chases the sunbeams, and as their re- 
ceding brightness abandons the earth to the 
pursuer's pall, we creep slowly into Stevenson, 
Ala. 

The proprietors of the Alabama House will 
furni.-h you all tbe mock comforts of a hotel, 
unless, like myself, you happen to bea reporter 
and Lave noticed- the establishment. If in 
your notice you have preserved a proper re- 
gard for the truth you will have grievoualy 
offended the lords of the mansion, and you 
may, as I did, meet with an unwelcome re- 
ception. You will bave remarked before you 
reach this place that the passengers bound for 
a point further on bewail the fate that com- 
pels a delay at tbe Alabama House. Avoid 
any mention of the house in the newspapers, 
for if you do not your appearance in tbe pres- 
ence of tbe proprietors will be the occasion of 
a blasphemous vituperation, to which the 
dcvil'a vocabulary c>uld offer few improve- 
ment?. 

"It rains" in tbis country means it pours. 
We have floods here instead of showers, and 
we bad one when I arrived. By the kindness 
of Capt. Warren, the Po8t Quartermaster at 
Stevenson, who furnished me ahorse, I was 
enabled to make an exceedingly pleasant viait 
to the hcadquartera of Col. Atkins, 92d Illi- 
nois mounted infantry. I could not express 
in stronger terms my appreciation of the Col- 
onel's kindness while visiting him, than to 
say that the visit, prosecuted through hostile 
elements, was a pleasant one. 

The regiment is in that vast forest lying be- 
tween tbe Memphis and Charleston Railroad 
and the Tennessee. A cabin in this cheerless 
waste is tbe headquarters. A cheerful log fire 
lighted up and warmed tbe rather contracted 
quarters, and the excellent band, composed of 
musicians from the regiment, enlivened tbe 
waning hours of night with its stirring melo- 
dies. 

Midnight was undisturbed save by the lul- 
ling patter of the raindrops on the roof. Lis- 
teniiig to these melodies of Nature sleep stole 
his quiet march. 

Families frcm Ge?rgh are continually com- 
ing over the river to Col. Atkins's camp and 
asking to be eent North. Five women with 
their little bundles of clothing came down 
frcm tbe mountains and were ferried over the 
river in a skiff on tbat stormy night,sleepingin 
the drenching rain ou the river bank. The 
women of the South are the real sufferers in 
this war, and their stoic, uncomplaining en- 
dursiice will rank them high in tbe catalogue 
ot heroines. 

If the rebellion succeeds, nnd no morta.1 can 
divine Divinity's ways and aims, the South 
will do its women injustice if it does not ac- 
cord them an equal stiarc ol the honors lhat 
accrue. 

If, however, the experiment fails, the mis- 
directed zeal of Southern women will have 
heaped upon their charrcter a load of obloquy, 
to which a thousand reeking hecatombs will 
atand as ailent, solemn, relentless accusers be- 
fore generations and ages to come and go. 

To the restless, churlish mischief-makers, 
who would by their meddlesome indiscretions 
disturb the peace of society North, and con- 
vert her smiling fields into barren battle 
grounds, 1 commend a visit to this sorry 
theatre of war.

ed in the Republican organization of the House 
of Representatives have already begun to find 
that they are in dangerous and suspicious 
company. Oil and vinegar are as unlikely to 
mix as are the sentiments of Kentuckians to 
assimilate with the crude theories and mad 
antics of the dominant party in Congrsss. 
Messrs. Lucien Anderson, Brutus J. Clay, 
William H. Randall, and G. Clay Smith will, 
many and many a time, have cause to regret 
the steps they have taken toward the betrayal 
of their State into the hands of its enemies, 
and this regret will spring from the very dis- 
comforts of their association with the radicals, 
to say nothing of the degradation they must 
feel for having violated pledges of the most 
solemn character which man can give to man. 
The House no sooner was engaged in business 
than the incongruity of the position of these 
members was apparent. Thus on a vote on 
the following resolutions, offered by Mr. Hol- 
man, Mr. Anderson, with his recent guerilla 
and bushwhacking experiences, dodged; Clay 
and Randull voted directly to lay them on the 
table, which is equivalent to their defeat, 
while Gen. Smith voted against the motion 
of Thad. Stevens to bury them in that legis- 
lative tomb — the table of the House — from 
whence there is no resurrection except by a 
two-third vote: 

Resolved, That the doctrine recently an- 
nounced that the States in which an armed in- 
surrection has existed against the Federal 
Government have ceased to be States of the 
Union, and shall be held, in the ultimate de- 
feat of that insurrection, as territories or sub- 
jugated provinces, and governed as such by 
the absolute will of Congress and the Federal 
Executive, or restored to the Union on condi- 
tions unknown to the Constitution of the 
United States, ought to be rebutted and con- 
demned as manifestly unjust to the loyal citi- 
zens of slave States, tending to prolong the 
war and confirm the treasonable theory of se- 
cessionist^ and, if carried into effect, must 
greatly endanger the public liberty and con- 
stitutional powers and rights of all the States 
by centralizing and consolidating the powers 
of the Government, State and national, in the 
Federal Executive. 

. Retolved, That the only object of the war 
ought to be to subjugate the armed insurrec- 
tion which, for the time being, suspends the 
proper relations of certain States with the 
Federal Government, and to re-establish the 
supremacy of the Constitution ; and the loyal 
citizens of those States, and the masses of the 
people thereof, submitting to the authority of 
the -Constitution, oucht not to be hindered 
from restoring the proper relations of their 
respective States with the Federal Govern- 
ment, so far as the same i3 dependent on the 
voluntary act of the people, by any condition, 
except unconditional submission to the Con- 
stitution and laws of the United States. In 
the language heretofore solemnly adopted by 
Congress, the war ought not to be waged on 
our part for any purpose of conquest or sub- 
jugation or purpose of overthrowing or inter- 
fering with the rights or established institu- 
tions of those States, but to defend and main- 
tain the supremacy of the Constitution, and 
to preserve the Union, with all the dignity, 
equality, and rights of the several States un- 
impaired, and as soon as those objects are ac- 
complished the war ought to cease. 

Resolved, That all necessary and proper ap- 
propriations of money ought to be promptly 
made by this Congress for the support of the 
military and naval forces of the Government, 
and all measures of legislation necessary to 
increase and promote the efficiency of the 
army and navy and to maintain the public 
credit, ought to be adopted, that, through a 
-vigorous proitecntion of the war, peace on the 
basis of the Union of the States and the su- 
premacy of the constitution may be the more 
speedily obtained. 

It is impossible to believe that any repre- 
sentative of Kentucky can find any apology 
in his own conscience for impeding the pas- 
Sage of resolutions which are the reiteration 
Of the language of the lamented Crittenden, 
with the addition of pledges to vote all proper 
appropriations of money, and to adopt all 
measures of legislation necessary for a vigor- 
ous prosecution of the war, that "peace, on 
the basis of the Union of the States and thg 
supremacy of the constitation, may be the 
more readily obtained." And yet such is the 
lamentable fact as regards even the successor 
of Mr. Crittenden.

Htflt appears from the report of the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury that the receipts from 
internal revenue have not equalled expecta- 
tions, though the general condition of the 
national finances is represented as extremely 
prosperous. The estimated receipts for the 
year 1864- 5 are two hundred and twenty- 
three millions, which sum is twenty-one mil- 
lions less than the estimates made last winter 
for the current year. The recommendations 
of Mr. Chase, as to the ways and means for 
meeting the increased expenses of the nation, 
consist of a monthly tax of one-fifth per cent 
on bank circulation, instead of the present 
one per cent ansual tax; an increased tax on 
deposits from one-fourth to twelve-twenty- 
fifths per cent; an increase of the excise on 
distilled spirits, making it sixty cents per gal- 
lon ; twenty cents a pound on leaf tobacco, 
and five to twelve on manufactured ; ten cents 
on petroleum in it3 crude state, and two cants 
a pound on cotton— the last article, however, 
not being available until after the rebellion 
shall have been crushed and the Southern 
planters have regained their former pros- 
perity. 

Our national debt at the close of the present 
fiscal year will be about $1,687,000,000, and 
the interest which it now bears is about 
$55,000,000, while for the next fiscal year it 
is estimated at $85,000,000. This enormous 
outlay can be easily met by a patriotic deter- 
mination to employ all the energies and re- 
sources of the country to the payment of in- 
terest while the war continues, and the grad- 
ual absorption of the principal when it closes. 
Before the close of the present century the en- 
tire war debt can be extinguished, if we prac- 
tise proper economy in our peace establish- 
ment and cheerfully resolve to continue the 
imposition of taxation. When we reflect that 
the proposed duty of two cents a pound on 
cotton will yield over thirty millions of an- 
nual revenue, we can easily suggest plans for 
the establishment of a sinking fund, which 
will gradually, silently, and without pressure 
nponjindividuals or classes, pay off all our in- 
debtedness. When an Englishman would em- 
ploy a comparison for some chimerical idea of 
finance, he refers to the payment of the national 
debt of Great Britain, which is regarded as a 
stupendous impossibility, because the current 
expenses of the government are also on such 
an enormous scale that her indebtedness de- 
fies reduction, but is coostantly increasing. 
In the United States, on the contrary, the 
recuperative energy of our institutions, the 
wise distribution of the burdens of taxation, 
and the almost cheerful alacrity with which 
they are assumed, carry the most convincing 
evidences that we have the ability, as well as 
the determination, to pay to the uttermost dol- 
lar all the immense indebtedness which must 
be incurred in suppressing the rebellion. Nay, 
we can even do more, we can help our "erring 
sisters" of the Confederacy in their efforts to 
redeem their credit and prevent them from in- 
curring the odium of repudiation. When 
they have determined to "go and sin no more," 
we cannot, it is true, cause riches to rise, 
Fhoonix-like, from the ashes of their burned 
cotton, but we can give them a friendly en- 
doisement, take them fraternally by the hand, 
and lead them baca tenderly to the old rou- 
tine of reciprocal duties and trade, and thus 
the knotty problem of the Confederate debt 
will soon be solved by the innate sense of honor 
which will impel them to labor long and as- 
siduously to restore thtir financial standing 
by wiping out the entire indebtedness which 
in their madness they contracted.

They were severely re- 
primanded, and discharged. 

Five teamsters were arrested yesterday for 
fast driving, and confined in the Military 
Prison. 

Wm. Hastings was arre&ted as a deserter 
yesterday. 

John Rapshire was forwarded to Cairo yes- 
terday in irons. He is a deserter from one of 
the gunboats, and has escaped several times 
from officers having him in charge. 

J. P. Francis, supposed to have escaped from 
Fort Warren, was arrested yesterday. 

Mr. T. Chandler, a merchant of ICampbells- 
ville, was mistaken for one of Morgan's mem 
yesterday, and placed under arrest. After an 
investigation, he was discharged. Our friends 
from the rural districts must be careful how 
they look when they visit the city. 

Eleven deserters were sent to Cairo yester- 
day, ten to Lexington, fourteen to Nashville, 
and nine to Washington. One hundred and 
^ixty-three convalescents were transferred to 
their regiments yesterday. 

The locomotive attached to the evening 
train on the Louisville and Frankfort Rail- 
road was thrown from the track, last evening, 
near the depot, just as the train was depart- 
ing, causing considerable detention. 

In consequence of the extreme cold weather 
during the past week, work was suspend- 
ed on the crossings in different parts of the 
city. Some of them are in a very bad con- 
dition, and almost impassable. Now that 
the weather has moderated, we hope the 
authorities will have this attended to. 

We are happy to announce that active pre- 
parations are being made by the ladies for a 
grand Christmas dinner to the soldiers of this 
city. 

The "Continental Old Folks" appeared last 
night at Masonic Temple to a large and re- 
spectable audience. Their performance com- 
SJetely delighted all who were present. They 
are eminently worthy of the great name they 
have attained. 

Mrs. General Grant arrived in the city yes- 
terdflawflna leaves this morning for Nashville 
oin her husband at that place. 
The ladies' Fair was crowded last night, ani 
the articles sold at "fair" prices. 

We learn that a man whose name, is un- 
known fell from a plank leading to the new 
steamboat now being completed at the foot of 
F ift h stre et. on^Sunday nigbj. mi w as dro w n- 
etTT His body has noTbeen recovered. 

Christopher Suerkruep fell from the roof of 
a corn mill on the corner of Campbell and 
Market streets, on Wednesday last, and died 
from the effect of his injuries on Saturday. 

The masonry-work on the piers of the Cin- 
cinnati and Covington bridgo has been sus- 
pended for the winter, but will be resumed 
early in the spring, and entirely completed 
during the coming year, so that during the 
spring of 1865 the superstructure will be 
raised, and the bridge fully completed. 

The quota of the Sixth (Covington) Dis'ri t 
is not so large as was at first supposed. The 
publication made about five weeks ago by the 
Adjutant-General of Kentucky, which called 
for 3,045 men from the Sixth District, and 
which made Kenton county's quota 1,005, 
referred only to Slate affairs, and had nothing 
whatever to do with the national enrolment. 

Jht Board of Enrolment of the Sixth Dis- 
trict adjourned on Saturday. The number of 
persons examined for exemption was about 
two thousand, and the number exempted 
three hundred and fifty. It is understood that 
any person entitled to exemption, who failed 
to present himself for examination during the 
late session of the Board, will have an opportu- 
nity of asserting his claim at any time within 
ten days after the draft takes place.

MORNING DESPATCHES. 

I Special Despatch to the Louisville Journal.] 
Walker's Ford, Dec. 21. 

I see it quoted from tbe Richmond papers 
that Geo. Wilcox's advance brigade was re- 
ported by the rebels near May nardsville about 
December 1st. This is false. Gen. Wilcox 
sent a brigade of cavalry, under Col. Graham, 
of Col. Foster's division, with the view to 
harrass the enemy's left and rear and draw off 
as large a force as possible from the neigh- 
borhood of Knoxville. Graham scouted to 
Blain's Cross Roads, and the whole of Wheel- 
er's cavalry corps and Jones's brigade ad- 
vanced, expecting to gobble up Col. Graham. 
The Colonel skirmished one day, falling back 
to Maynardsville. That night he withdrew 
to Clinch Mountains, within three miles of 
Walker's Ford. 

An engagement ensued the next morning, 
Dec. 2d. The enemy was drawn down uDan 
two regiments of infantry supports, under 
Col. Jackson, of the 110th Indiana, and two 
sections of artillery, under Capt. Patterson, of 
the 21st Ohio battery,, and the rebels were 
handsomely repulsed and driven back a mile 
and a half before dark. They retreated again 
behind Clinch Mountain at 9 o'clock, and, by 
daylight next morning, weie in full retreat 
toward Knoxville, losing some 75 in killed 
and wounded and about 100 prisoners. Oar 
own loss in killed, wounded, and missing did 
not exceed 60. So far, Wilcox's troops have 
proved able to take care of themselves, and 
all reports of their being cut off and meeting 
with losses are false.

Washington, Dec. 21.

Mr. Dixon introduced various petitions pray- 
ing for the amendment of the enrolment act, 
so that ministers of the gosoel may be regard- 
ed as non-combatants and exempted from the 
service except as chaplains. 

Mr. bryan presented a petition of the citi- 
zens of Iowa, praying for the total abolition 
of slavery. 

Mr. Wilson gave notice of a bill to make it 
illegal for any member of Congress to act as 
counsel in any case in which thei/nited States 
is interested. 

Mr. Morgan submitted a joint resolution 
calling on the Secretary of War for the names 
of all officers and members of the regular 
army who have deserted or resigned between 
the first of December, 1S00, and December, 
1863. Adopted. 

Mr. Foota offered a similar resolution rela- 
tive to the navy. 

The pending question being on the post- 
ponement of the resolution of Mr. Sumner, 
embodying the proposed rule of the Senate, 

Mr. Bayard continued the dissussion and 
favored the postponement of action. 

Mr. Sumner said it was difficult to resist 
the application urged with so much pertinac- 
ity by the gentleman from Delaware, yet that 
gentleman enjoyed the most ample opportu- 
nity of considering it, and it was due to the 
Senator that it should be settled without de- 
lay, and, before tbe holidays, he should deem 
it proper to preS3 it to a vote. 

On motion of Mr. Wilsoa, the bill for in- 
creased bounty and pay of volunteers was 
taken up. The amendment allowing soldiers 
to reinhst in other branches of the service 
coming lirst under consideration, the auienl- 
rnent was agreed to. 

Mr; Wilson said that in October la9t, when 
it was found the draft for 300,000 men was 
incapable to meet Ihe wants of tbe War De- 
partment, a bounty of $400 to veterans and 
$300 to others was offered, and this bill was 
designed to carry out the pledge made. Nine 
million dollars bad then been received from 
commutation. This was now augmented to 
twelve millions. 

Mr. Wilson acknowledged the necessity of 
exercising great care with regard to the deple- 
tion of the Treasury, and to keeping tbe credit 
of the Government intact, it had always 
been thought more difficult to obtain more 
money than men. He wanted the currency 
of the country to be sound and her credit good ; 
yet we must keep our pledges made to enlisted 
men. They were numerous, not only in the 
Northern States, but in tbe Southwest. East 
Tennessee had recruited 3.500 men. Arkansas 
had raised a substantial addition to our forces. 
Such recruits Bhould be dealt with according 
to promise. He was in favor of the commu- 
tation clause and for the payment of the boun- 
ties proposed. 

Mr. Harris did not favor tho amendment. 
As it stood to-night, it would stop all recruit- 
ing after the 5th of January. 

Mr. Lane, of Indiana, said we could not fill 
our armieB with conscripts alone. There were 
3,000.000 men snbject to draft at this time, 
and o> this number, on the basis of the re- 
ceipts of the last draft, but 420,000 could be 
brought into the field, if the entire enrolment 
were taken, and out of this number from 
20,000 to 30,000 would be deserters. Indiana 
baa more than filled her quota, and could be 
depended on in any circumstance to furnish 
her lull share without resort to the draft. 

Mr. Collamer moved to strike out the words 
January fifth and insert till the next draft, 
not later than February 1st, Lost. 

Mr. Howard moved to strike out 15th in the 
committee's amendment and insert 20th, as 
the bounty for obtaining enlistment of veter- 
ans. Rejected. 

After a conversational debate, participated 
in by Meisrs. Wilson, Howe, and Fessenden, 
on motion of Mr. Sherman, the Senate ad- 
journed.

On motion of Mr. Dawes, of Massachusetts, 
the documentary evidence in the various con- 
tested elections was ordered to be printed. 

Mr. Blair, of Missouri, from the Committee 
on Ways and Means, introduced a bill appro- 
priating over $70,000 to carry into effect the 
act of March, 1862, for pay, bounty, and pen- 
sions to officers and men actually employed 
in war in tbe Department of Missouri. 

Mr. Cox, of Ohio, objected to the considera- 
tion of tbe bill at this lime. 

Mr. King, of Missouri, advocated the pas- 
sage of tbe bill. 

Further debate eDStied, when the bill was 
made the special order for to-day at 3 o'clock. 

Mr. Scbcnck, of Ohio, from the Military 
Committee, reported a bill repealing the 3d 
and 10th sections of the enrolment act so that 
the two classes of persons who may be drafted 
shall be consolidated into one, this to tuke ef- 
fect on or after its passage. 

Objections being made to tbe consideration 
of Mr. Schenck's report at this time, he tem- 
porarily withdrew it. 

Mr. Yeaman, of Kentucky, offered a series 
of resolutions, setting forth that a conspiracy 
of persons exists, assuming to be the govern- 
ment of certain Slates, for the purpose of 
withdrawing those States from the Federal 
Union, but this does not extinguish tbe politi- 
cal franchise of such States, and that the peo- 
ple thereof can at any time resume their civil 
government on the only condition that their 
constitution shall be republican, that with 
those who are loyal and qualified by the 
election it lays to resume their State govern- 
ments, and that this is a sufficient evidence of 
loyalty, kc, kc 

Mr. Sehenck moved a suspension of tho 
rnles in order to take up tbe report and act 
upon tbe bill to consolidate tbe two classes in 
tbe enrolment. The vote was yeas 63, nays 
60. So the rules were not suspended, a two- 
third vote being necessary. 

The House refused to accede to the demand 
for tbe previous question, when. 

On motion of Mr. Lovrjoy, the reasons were 
referred to a select committee. 

Mr. Olding, ol Ohio, offered a resolution for 
the appointment of a select committee of nine 
to consider and report on the subject of a na- 
tional bank. 

A motion was mar'e to lay the resolution on 
the table, which was adopted. 

Mr. Ashley, of Ohio, introduced a bill, 
which was referred, providing a Provisional 
Government in the military districts of the 
insurgent States, and authorizing the loyal 
citizens thereof to organize a government, 
republican in form, and tor other purposes. 

Mr. Ashley offered a resolution granting 
the use of this hall for a public meeting of the 
Freedmen's Relief Association. 

Mr. Miller, of Pennsylvania, offered a reso- 
lution respectfully requesting the President to 
instruct those having charge of the'exebange 
of prisoners to propose to the so-called South- 
ern Confederacy to exchange white man far 
wbite man, leaving all other questions, in- 
cluding that relating to negro prisoners, to be 
disposed of hereafter, so that the suffering 
wbite men may be restored to the service of 
the Government, their friends, aud fireside'. 

Tbe House refused — 73 against 85— to lay 
tbe resolution on the table. 

Mr. Washburne, ef Illinois, offered a sub- 
stitute for the above, declaring that the Houie 
approve of the measures taken by the admin- 
istration for the exchange of prisoners no «r 
held by Ihe enemy in Southern prisons, aud 
recommending that the same course be pur- 
sued for tbe fair and just exchange of all our 
solciers now held by the rebels. 

The question was taken, and Mr. Wash- 
burne's substitute was adopted- -87 against 63. 

A long discussion ensued on the bill appro- 
priating twenty millions for bounties for vol- 
unteers. 

The House Military Committee will not 
consider the $300 commutation until after the 
holidays. 

Chattanooga, Dec. 21. 
Two boats from Bridgeport arrived last 
night loaded with provisions. All citizens 
here from the North are being enrolled with 
a view of covering the draft. The order 
causes some stir. Great improvement haa 
been made here in -the post-office and mail 
arrangements by tbe new Postmaster, Hood, 
and Mail Agent E. P. Cone. 



Nkw York, Dec. 21. 

A letter from Bealton Station, Virginia, to 
the Philadelphia Inquirer says: I have heard 
a report, said to be bronght in by a contraband 
who recently left Gordonsville and succeeded 
in escaping to our lines, that a day or two 
before he left a Louisiana regiment and also 
the Jeff Davis Legion had arrived there, and 
that the rebel authorities are sending to Gen. 
Lee all the troops they can collect from vari- 
ous points, with the intention of making an 
attack on the Army of the Potomac. 

The Philadelphia North American of this 
morning says: Tbe ram Atlanta, refitted and 
put in order, is likely to be only less formid*- 
ble than the Ironsides. The talk at the navy- 
yards is that she will go down to Charleston 
to take the place of the lost Weehawken. 
The Atlanta is more like the Ironsides than 
any of the Monitors. 

A liavanna letter says Gen. Comonfort was 
murdered by his own countrymen — that the 
new Maximillian regency was virtually dis- 
solved by action of the Arcbisaop of Mexico 
City. The Archbishop insisted on a restora- 
tion of the Church property which had been 
confiscated and distributed by Jaquarez. This 
was refused, and His Grace excommunicated 
every Frenchman and Mexican who opposed 
him, from Gen. Bazaine and Gen. Almonte 
down to diummer boys of the libsrating ar- 
my. The Cathedral doors being closed, 
General Negre suiroundedthe building with 
3,000 Fret-cb soldiers, and, planting his cannon 
at tbe door, drmanded admission within a 
certain time. The Archbishop admitted the 
pious belligerents at once, and gave them 
Episcopal benediction. 

Gen. Doblado, Governor of Guanaxua»o,had 
declared for Jnarrez. Guadalajara was' be- 
sieged by the Mexican forces under Mejia. 
Berthier and Bszoine had advanced the Fran- 
cj-Mexiean Army to important positions. 
Gov. Vidauri was hostile to Juarez. 

The latest reports from St. Domingo, by 
way of Havana, represent the Spanish troops 
«« making a steady advance towards the heart 
of tbe insurrection, and likely to subdue it. 

A terrible explosion of steam boilers oc- 
curred in the whiskey distillery of George 
Moore this morning. One of the boilers was 
thrown 40 feet. The engineer was fatally 
wounded. 

A special to the Post says that Congress 
will adjourn by Wednesday week for the hol- 
idays, and that tbe draft will be postponed 
twenty days. 

The Russian fleet leaves for Fortress Mon- 
roe during the present week. Mr. Lincoln 
will visit the Admiral in hia flag-ship on 
Tuesday or Wednesday. 

A letter to the World, dated New Orleans, 
laih, says: l r p to to-night, we have nothing 
fresh from tbe Rio Grande, but our forces 
have all left the Tecbe, and but a small gar- 
rison is at Brashear, this side of the Bay. I 
do not think anything is expected from Texas 
just now, though possibly there maybe. It 
is reperted here that Magruder is at Colum- 
bus, on tbe Colorado, with a large force, and 
that if the Federal army enters the interior 
its progress will be disputed. It will not, in 
my opinion, leave navigable waters very 
soon. Msgruder was fully apprised of the 
intended'attack on the Rio Grande, and ra- 
ther invited it, with the hope of embroiling 
tbe United States wi:h France. 

St. Loois, Dec. 21. 

A special to the Democrat from Fort Smith, 
Arkansas, December 20, says that an attack 
was made on the outposts of Fort Gibson, on 
the I7tb, by Standwaite, with a force stated 
at 1,600. He was repulsed and fell back, tak- 
ing part of his force across the Arkansas, be- 
low Fort Gibson, moving northeast. 

The 3d Wisconsin cavalry has just returned 
from a successful reconnoissance southward. 
They went within 15 miles of Red River, but 
finding the enemy had changed position since 
the last advices, they were unable to proceed 
further. Their return was a constant skir- 
mish for over a hundred miles, strong bodies 
of tbe enemy being posted at all the cross 
roads to intercept them. They cut their way 
through in a number of places, and avoided 
other posts by taking blind and circuitous 
mountain passes. Their loss was trifling. 
Among the prisoners captured is the notori- 
ous Handy Lane, who boa3ts of having kill- 
ed over a hundred Union citizens with his 
own hand. 

Information has been received that two- 
third's of Kirby Smiih'e force are preparing to 
attack Little Rock, while the balance, antici- 
pating that McNeil's force will be drawn away 
to reinforce Steele, are to fall on Fort Smith. 

A communication from the Choctaw chief, 
McCurtain, says that the Choctaws will not 
rejoin Cooper. The tribe are disposed for 
peace. 

Our advance headquarters are at Waldron, 
55 miles south. Tbey frequently push down 
toward Wachita, constantly annoying Price's 
left flank. 

Washington, Dec. 21. 
Tbe Government, it is said, received infor- 
mation of a rebel plot to rescue the rebel 
prisoners now at Point Lookout, under charge 
of Gen. Marston, of a Newhampshire brigaie. 
It is said, however, that the prisoners deny all 
knowledge of the affair, and manr of them, 
who are very comfortably quartered, would 
Bot join in an attempt, even it' an armed force 
of rebels made their appearance. Precau- 
tionary measures, however, have been taken 
at the Point, and if any such attempt was un- 
dertaken, the attacking party would surely 
receive a warm reception. 

Cairo, Dec. 21. 

Boats from below bring no later dates than 
published. Tbe Graham, from Memphis, had 
300 bales of cotton for St. I.onis, but is un- 
loading here, being unable to go further on 
account of the ice. 

The Saline, from White River, had arrived 
at Memphis with 650 bales of cotton. 

Private steamers, not under Government 
charter or carrying Government freight, have 
not been allowed to enter the Cumberland 
River for several days past, and will not be 
until further notice. 

Tbe Ohio River is rising rapidly. 

Nashville, Dec 21. 

Major-Generals Graut and Sherman, Gen. 
Dodge, and Surgeon-General Hammond are 
in the city, slopping at the St. Cloud Hotel. 
Gen. Grant will establish his headquarters 
here for the winter. 

The coldest weather since 1859. The ice on 
the creeks and ponds is one inch thick. There 
is a large fleet of Bleameis at the levee. River 
eleven feet, and falling on tbe shoals. 

San Francisco, Dec. 21. 

Arrived, ships Cremonie, Lock Limar, Bar- 
ton, York, and Lancashire. 

Sailed, slip Wm. Tell, with Calio dates of 
to-day, via Aeapulco the 24ih of November. 
Great suffering for provisions prevailed among 
the poorer classes. 

The fortifications are continually beirg 
strengthened. 

The French bad advanced no further inte- 
riorwards smce occupying Querataro. 

The recent killing of Comonfort had 
aroused a feeling of intense bitterness among 
the population. 

Accounts from San Luis Potosi state that 
Mexican officers hava returned from the 
United States, where they bad been sent with 
commissions for purchasing and fitting out 
of vessels of war, uuder letters of marque, to 
prey on French commerce. His reported the 
miseion was successful.
